presentatives at Washington and while 
tm answers have been received as yet. 
there Is reason for the belief that the 
allies will see a way to accept the lat­ 
est propositions. 
This compromise has 
been suggested by one of the represent­ 
ative* of the allies here and while it 
has not formally received the endorse­ 
ment of Minister Bowen, it Is felt that 


the present serious hitch in the W ash­ 
ington negotiations. 
The details of the proposition now 
under consideration by the three allied 
nations are not obtainable but in a 
general way It is understood to be a 
modification of the allies’ convention 
that they be recognized as Venezuela s 
preferred claimants in the paym ent of 
the Indemnity.

health departm ent and also F. L. R ich­ 
ards, liquor dealer of this city. 
The presentation of 
the 
evidence 
a g a in st Mr. G arvey 
occupied 
about 
three hours and at one o'clock when 
the hearing concluded, the com m ission 
announced that the m a tte r would he 
taken under advisem ent and a decision 
rendered as soon tis possible. 
The specifications accom panying the 
petition attacked the m oral character 
of Mr. Garvey, but the charges were 
not very aubstantlally sustained by the 
evidence supplied by the petitioner.

The legislative inquiry into the coal question has brought out the fact 
that the Boston Coal club had an arrangement by which prices were fixed 
and by which competition was prevented. 
Fines were imposed upon 
m em ­ 
bers of the club who refused to conform to the rules laid down. 
The fines were Imposed for cutting prices or for taking awny the cu s­ 
tomer of another dealer. 
The club Included practically all the dealers In Boston so that it can be 
easily seen how the high prices were maintained in Boston. 
There was a combine of a similar kind In Ixw ell before the coal famine 
appeared and it included nearly all the dealers. 
When the scarcity of coal came on the combine was still more contract­ 
ed, 
an cfTort being made to drive a number 
of 
the dealers 
out of 
the 
business. 
The combine bought coal cheaper 
than 
did the 
independent 
dealers and had more profit in selling at the same 
price offered by 
those 
dealers. 
1 
Thus the business goes on and prices are kept 
unnecessarily 
high by a 
combine while the dealers outside the combine having 
to 
pay speculators’ 
prices for coal, found the prices fixed by the combine none too high. 
The high prices can be maintained but a short 
time longer 
and 
when 
the famine is over the consumers of coal will 
remember 
the people 
who 
squeezed them for high prices.

nearly forty years ago. 
which resulted In the death of several 
bailiffs and constables who had under- 
aken to evict him from his home. The 
O' Dwyer place and others in its neigh­ 
borhood had been bought by William 
Scully, who was of 
an old Catholic 
family in Tipperary, aud he had no 
sooner entered upon the possession of 
his property than he imposed hard and 
unjust terms upon his tenants who re 
fused to comply with them. Then came 
evictions and bloodshed, which finally 
ended 
with tragedy, in which O’Dwyer 
led the bloody attack on the bailiffs 
Landlord Scully survived, but so strong 
was the indignation against him that 
he had to sell his property and clear 
out. 
No arrests were ever made on 
account of the shedding of blood, a l­ 
though O’Dwyer’s leadership 
in the 
fight was well known. 
And now it is 
proposed to erect a monument over the 
grave of O’Dwyer, to commemorate an 
event which first 
forced the English 
government to deal with the Irish land 
question.

ITALIAN BANKS 


CLOSED ON BUNDAY BY ORDER OF 
THE POLICE..

BOSTON. Feb. 2—Tho Italian banks and 
steamship offices of this city, which act 
as clearing houses for 
Italians all over 
New England, and which have hitherto 
been allowed to conduct their exchange 
business on Sundays, were closed yes­ 
terday by order of the police authorities.

That is how the squirrel skin 
coat fashion is said to have started and 
why a certain maker of coats for the 
aristocracy of the French capital hits de­ 
veloped much wealth in the past few 
months, says the New York World. 
The only gray squirrel skins in the 
world that tiro soft enough and fine 
enough to make beautiful garments arc 
those cf Russia. Only Russian skins are 
used In the garments seen in New York. 
These skins pass as currency in Siberia, 
and the peasants often pay their taxes 
in them, the government having accepted 
them 
from time immemorial. In conse­ 
quence, vast steres of the skins are in the 
possession of the government. 
As they 
produce no income, the officials are con­ 
stantly seeking some means of dispos­ 
ing of them 
The fashionable dressmaker found his 
work easy. He made up nome beautiful 
coats of the skins and induced a num ­ 
ber of his leading patrons to buy and 
wear 
them. 
Immediate 
success fol­ 
lowed. The new coats caught the fash ­ 
ionable fancy, and the dressmaker w as 
swamped with orders for the garments. 
In 
an 
astonishingly short 
time the 
fashion had spread to London, Berlin- 
and New York and thence throughout 
the civilized 
world. 
The Paris dress­ 
m aker reaped a double reward—from 
the introduction of the fashion and the 
sale of the coats.

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What the Fashionable Women "of Paris Are Wearing 


ARIS. Jan. 17.—Socially speaking, 
nowadays we are women with­ 
out a country, for the functions 
which affect the mondaine in 
great lands like England, Amer- 
ca and France react upon each other. 
This international feeling is having full 
w ay here in Paris, where we have been 
ilmost as excited over the durbar as 
he English themselves, and the reflex 
iction is felt in the number of costume 
lances which have cropped up modeled 
tpon the very elaborate affair given by 
the Curzons in India. 
No doubt in 
\m erlca you are tripping the light fan 
astic en costume as enthusiastically as 
he Parisienne. The women here invite 
heir particular friends to meet at on* 
another’s houses and listen to a cos­ 
tume talk given by an authority on the 
subject, who also illustrates the little 
lecture with historically correct pic- 
1 lures. 
Of course my lady goes to a great 
couturier, and he selects the proper 
gown, but the fad just at present is to 
be able to talk as one having authority; 
consequently she must be posted as to 
the different periods which have decid­ 
edly influenced styles. We are almost 
of one mind concerning the becoming­ 
ness and beauty of gowns worn during 
the Louis reigns. The majority of wo­ 
men look their best in a bal poudre 
costume. Another very attractive con­ 
sideration for choosing a Louis period 
gown is that if we go to a fancy dance 
as a lady of the French court we shall 
be able to use our brocade afterward. 
Some of these brocades are very beau­ 
tiful. especially the gold and white ones.

ALMON A LA LYONS.—This rec­ 
ipe, although apparently simple, 


makes a delicious dish. 
Take a 
pound can of salmon, remove bones 
and place In stewpan, adding a pint of 
milk, and bring to a boil. Add buttsr 
the else of half an egg and salt to 
taste, after which roll two or thre# 
soda crackers to a fine powder and add 
just before taking to the table. 
Ham Toast.—This Is a nice breakfast 
dish. 
Melt in a stewpan a small 
piece of butter. But in as much finely 
minced ham as will cover a large round 
of buttered toast und add as much gra­ 
vy as will make It moist. When quite 
hot. stir in quickly with a fork one egg. 
Place the mixture over the toast, which 
cut In pieces of a three cornered shape. 
Stewed Celery and Egg Sauce —This 
is perhaps one of the nicest ways of 
cooking this valuable vegetable. Take 
the heart of a head of celery, trim and 
wash it well, put it in a pan with milk 
and water in equal proportions and a 
little salt. boll gently till quite soft, 
then drain off the liquid. 
Make some 
long. Anger shaped pieces of hot but­ 
tered toast, arrange some pieces of 
celery neatly on them and pour over 
some good egg sauce. Sprinkle over all 
a little chopped parsley. 
Stewed Veal Cutlets.—Cut part of the 
neck Into cutlets. 
Shorten them and 
fry them a nice brown color, then stew 
them In some good gravy thickened 
with a little flour until tender; then 
add some catchup, cayenne, salt, a few 
truffles and pickled mushrooms. Fores 
meat balls are a great improvement. 
Bolled Spanish Onions.—Skin the on­ 
ion nicely and put it for five minutes 
into bolling salted water. Take it out 
and throw away the water. Wash the 
onion In a little cold water and put it 
on again In plenty of boiling salted wa­ 
ter to boll about one hour or longer, 
according to size. 
The water it is 
bolled In may now be poured Into the 
stock pot and is as good for flavoring 
it as fresh onions. 
Mix two teaspoon­ 
fuls of flour smoothly with one teacup­ 
ful of milk. a little pepper and salt. 
Stir till it bolls and pour over the on- 
ion.

COMBINE FIXED THE PRICE OF COAL. 


The legislative inquiry into the coal question has brought, out the fact 
that the Boston Coal club had an arrangem ent by which prices were fixed 
and by which competition was prevented. 
Fines were Imposed upon 
m em ­ 
bers of the club who r e f u s e d to conform to the rules laid down. 
The fines were imposed for cutting prices or for taking aw ay the cus­ 
tomer of another dealer. 
The c lub Included practically all the dealers In Boston so that it can be 
easily seen how the high prices were m aintained in Boston. 
There was a combine of a similar kind in Lowell before the coal famine 
appeared ami It included nearly all the dealers. 
W hen the scarcity of coal came on the combine was still more contract­ 
ed, 
an effort being made to drive a num ber 
of 
the dealers 
out of 
the 
business. 
The combine bought coal cheaper 
than 
did the 
independent 
dealers and had more profit In selling at the same 
price offered by 
those 
dealers. 
Thus the business goes on and prices are kept 
unnecessarily 
high by a 
combine while the dealers outside the combine having 
to 
pay speculators’ 
price* for coal, found the prices fixed by the combine none too high. 
The high prices ta n be maintained but a short 
time longer 
and 
when 
the famine is over the consumers of coal will 
remember 
the people 
who 
squeezed them for high prices.

O’Dwyer rests on the fact that it was 
he who led the memorable scrap 
In 
Hallycohoy. 
nearly forty years ago. 
which resulted In the death of several 
bailiffs and constables who l^id under- 
aken to evict him from his home. The 
O’Dwyer place and others In its neigh­ 
borhood had been bought by William 
Scully, who was of 
an old Catholic 
family In Tipperary, and he had no 
sooner entered upon the possession of 
his property than he Imposed hard and 
unjust terms upon his tenants who re­ 
fused to comply with them. Then came 
evictions and bloodshed, which finally 
ended 
with tragedy, in w’hich O'Dwyer 
led the bloody attack on the bailiffs. 
Landlord Scully survived, but so strong 
was the indignation against him that 
he had to scil his property and clear 
out. 
No arrests were ever made on 
account of the shedding of blood, a l­ 
though O’Dwyer's leadership 
In the 
fight was well known. 
And now It Is 
proposed to erect a m onum ent over the 
grave of O’Dwyer, to com m em orate an

forced the English 
government to deal with the Irish lam!

dollars.

m anufactures entering Into our export 
trade show an Increase, the chief ex­ 
ceptions being iron and steel and re­ 
fined mineral oil. 
Iron and steel m an­ 
ufactures show a decrease of over four 
and one-half million dollars and min­ 
eral oils a reduction of four millions. 
Copper m anufactures showed the larg ­ 
est gain, 12 millions. 
The next la rg ­ 
est gain is 
In cotton m anufactures, 
which show an Increase of over 7 mil­ 
lions.

those of Russia. Only Russian skins are 
used in the garments seen in New York, 
'rinse skins pass as currency in Siberia, 
and the peasants often pay their taxes 
in them, the government having accepted 
them 
from time immemorial. In conse­ 
quence, vast stores of the skins are in the 
possession of the government. 
As they 
produce no income, the officials are con­ 
stantly seeking some moans of dispos­ 
ing of thorn. 
The fashionable dressm aker found his 
work easy. He made up nome beautiful 
coats of the skins and induced a n u m ­ 
ber of bls leading patrons to buy and 
w ear 
them.

m aker reaped a double rew ard—from 
the introduction of the fashion and the 
sale of the coats.

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ALMON A LA L Y O N S .—This rec­ 
ipe, although apparently simple, 
makes a delicious dish. 
Take a 
pound can of salmon, remove bones 
and place in stewpan, adding a pint of 
milk, and bring to a boll. 
Add butter 
the size of half an egg and sa lt to 
taste, after which roll two or three 
soda crackers to a fine powder and add 
just before taking to the table. 
Ham Toast.—This is a nice breakfast 
dish. 
Melt 
in

stewpan 
a 
small 
piece of butter. 
P ut in as much finely 
minced ham as will cover a large round 
of buttered toast and add as much gra­ 
vy as will make it moist. 
When quite 
hot, stir In quickly with a fork one egg. 
Place the mixture over the toast, which 
cut in pieces of a three cornered shape. 
Stewed Celery and E gg S a u ce—This 
is perhaps one of the nicest w ays of 
cooking this valuable vegetable. 
Take 
the heart of a head of celery, trim and 
wash it well, put It in a pan with milk 
and water in equal proportions and a 
little salt, boll gently till quite soft, 
then drain off the liquid.

presentatives at W ashington and while 
no answers have been received as yet.

he will not enter serious objection to 
its adoption, provided the United States 
and the other claim ant nations outside 
the alliance can be convinced that their 
own Interests in Venezuela will not be 
substantially Injured by yielding to a 
plan which seem to offer a solution of 
the present serious hitch In the W ash­ 
ington negotiations. 
The details of the proposition now 
under consideration by the three allied 
nations are not obtainable but in a 
general w ay it Is understood to be a 
modification of the allies’ convention 
that they be recognized as Venezuela’* 
preferred claim ants in the paym ent of 
the indemnity. 
The 
plan suggested 
provides that for a short period, per­ 
haps six m onths or a year. Great Bri­ 
tain, Germ any and Italy shall receive 
exclusively thirty per cent, of the cus­ 
toms receipts of the ports of Puerto 
Ca bello and La G ualra and that at the 
end of this period, the exact length of 
which is yet open to decide, th at all 
the claimant nations he paid on the 
same footing and at the expiration of 


that time the thirty per cent, of the 
receipts of these two ports be divided 
among all the claim ant nations in r a ­ 
tio based on the am ount of each n a ­ 
tion’s claim. 
The plan is regarded as a compromise 
which will enable the allies to w ith­ 
draw their ships from Venezuelan w a t­ 
ers without a serious loss of prestige. 
W hether the claim ant nations outside 
the tripartite agreem ent will assent to 
this scheme Is not yet known. 
The

BOSTON, Feb. 2.—Very Rev. Canon 
W hite of the parish of Lough Glynn, 
county Roscommon. Ireland, was ten­ 
dered a reception last evening tn B ol­ 
ton .college halt. 
There was a large attendance of peo­ 
ple Interested In the Irish land ques­ 
tion, aa Canon White comes from the 
Freyne estate, which Is considered the 
storm center of tho land war waged In 
Ireland. 
Hon. William S. McNary introduced 
Canon White, who said in part: 
"The agitations which have started 
In the old country In various times, and 
those which 
have 
been 
nobly com­ 
menced by this coumry, have been the 
means of changing the whole face of 
the Irish question. 
Were it not for 
these ngltatloris Ireland would today be 
In a much worse condition than It Is. 
Steadily the tenants 
have 
benefited 
more and more, until now the tide of 
landlordism is at last 
quite 
securely 
stemmed. 
"The land of Ireland was for a great 
while given over to English 
settlers 
who were practically an English garri­ 
son In Ireland. 
The object of England 
was thnt Ireland should exist for E ng­ 
land’s benefit, and the landlords were 
the Instruments 
to 
accomplish this. 
Consequently the landlords were given 
unlimited pov^er over the native Irish, 
upon whom, as tenants, they could im ­ 
pose any rent. 
"Even though the tenants did pay the 
exorbitant 
rent they 
were liable to 
eviction lf the possession of their lands 
offered any advantage to the landlords. 
There have been Instances of humane 
landlords who did not take advantage 
of the Iniquitous laws, but 
such 
in­ 
stances were 
conspicuous 
by

rarity." 
The speaker treated at length the de­ 
tails of the land conference In Dublin 
and stated that a notable evidence of 
the change of affairs was shown In the 
attitude of the London Times, which 
has recently been advocating that the 
landlords be compelled to sell.

COMBINE FIXED TH E PRICE OF COAL. 


The legislative inquiry into the coal question has brought out the fact 
that the Boston Coal club had an arrangem ent by which prices were fixed 
and by which competition was prevented. 
Fines were imposed upon 
mem­ 
bers of the club who refused to conform to the rules laid down. 
The fines were imposed for cutting prices or for taking away the cus­ 
tomer of another dealer. 
The club included practically all the dealers in Boston so that it can be 
easily seen how th** high prices were maintained in Boston. 
There was a combine of a similar kind in Lowell before the coal famine 
appeared and It included nearly all the dealers. 
When the scarcity of coal came on the combine was Rtill more contract­ 
ed, 
an effort being made to drive a number 
of 
the dealers 
out of 
the 
business. 
The combine bought coal cheaper 
than 
did the 
independent 
dealers and had more profit in selling at the same 
price offered by 
those 
dealers, 
Thus the business goes on and prices are kept 
unnecessarily 
high by a 
combine while the dealers outside the combine having 
to 
pay speculators’ 
prices for coal, found the prices fixed by the combine none too high. 
The high prices can be maintained but a short 
time longer 
and 
when 
the famine is over the consumers of coal will 
remember 
the people who 
squeezed them for high prices. 


SEEN AND HEARD 


A good many people stand greatly in need of the advice contained in the 
following from the pen of Rev. Peter MacQueen: 
“Another thing that is wrong is the treatment of reporters. 
We 
speak 
and write about them as lf they were men outside of the pale of law or 
sympathy. 
W e snarl at them; tell them how impudent they are. 
We give 
them no ald when they are really trying to get the truth, and then we expect 
them to come out in sm iling type with absolute truth and gentle com pli­ 
ments. 
"The fact is, these men are just as much interested In truth as the robed 
clergyman of the moat authentic creed. 
It pays them, it pays their paper, to 
get the most accurate account of everything. 
That is the reason why they 
pry around you so closely lf they know you are aware 
of 
anything 
they 
want to get at. 
When a subject has got to get into the papers let it get in 
straight; give the reporter the most accurate account you can. 
He needs his 
character as much as you; his child should be respected as w’ell as yours. 
There are duties in his profession u n p l e a s a n t to him, just as there are things 
In your profession and mine that are unpleasant.“

increase of fifteen and one-half million 
dollars. 
Nearly all 
the 
important 
manufactures entering into our export 
trade show an increase, the chief ex­ 
ceptions being iron and steel and re­ 
fined mineral oil. 
Iron and steel man-* 
ufactures show' a decrease of over four 
and one-half million dollars and min­ 
eral oils a reduction of four millions 
Topper manufactures showed the larg­ 
est gain, 12 millions. 
The next larg­ 
est gain la 
’n cotton m anufactures 
which show an increase of over 7 m il­ 
lions. 
This increase in cotton goods is 
chiefly in cloths sent to China, the total 
exports of cotton cloths to China in 
1902 having been 326 
million 
yards, 
against 201 million yards In 1901, the 
value in 1902 being $16,048,455, against 
$10,224,215 in 1901. 
Agricultural imple­ 
m ents show an increase of over a m il­ 
lion dollars; books, maps, etc., nearly 
a million: m anufactures of fibers, near­ 
ly a m illion1 leather and manufactures 
thereof,

m anufactures of wood, over one mil 
lion; while woolen goods, paints, paraf­

He made up rome beautiful 
coats of the skins and induced a num ­ 
ber of his leading patrons to buy and

them.

Violence continued yesterday, 
though 
no serious dam age was done. 
One of the 
injured non-union motormen who is said 
to be in a serious condition, was ordered 
by a physician removed to the hospital. 
Three non-union men were on their way 
to the hospital for a stretcher when a mob 
of several hundred men and boys as­ 
sailed them with rocks. 
The men ran 
and found refuge in the hospital. 
The 
mob surrounded the building and became 
so threatening th a t the superintendent 
lelenhoned to the police station for pro­ 
tection. 
Three officers were sent up and they 
succeeded in dispersing the mob, but when 
asked to escort the men back to the car 
barn it is said they refused. 
E ast even­ 
ing a squad of officers escorted them to 
the car barn. 
Eighteen of the non union 
men were Injured in the riots Saturday 
night and tw-o of them are In the hospi­ 
tal 
O n e of them suffers from a broken 
arm. the other is suffering from general 
injuries received by being pounded by tho 
mob.

Boiled Spanish Onions.—Skin the on­ 
ion nicely and put it for five minutes 
Into boiling salted water. Take It out 
and throw away the water.

onion in a little cold water and put it 
on again in plenty of boiling salted wa­ 
ter to boil about one hour or longer, 
according to size. 
The water it is 
boiled in may now be poured into the 
stock pot and is as good for flavoring 
it as fresh onions. 
Mix two teaspoon­ 
fuls of flour smoothly with one teacup­ 
ful of milk, a little pepper and salt.
